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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE:To make a very precise positioning possible by a method wherein minute through 
holes are made in regions of an insulating film on which conductor patterns abut and near the 
regions, metal substance is filled in the holes to form conduction paths and bump-shaped metal 
projections are formed on openings of the conduction paths on the insulating film. 

CONSTITUTION:^ regions of an insulating film 2 on which conductor patterns 1 abut and near 
the region on the insulating film 1 , a plurality of minute through holes 3 are made in the thickness 
direction at the pitch smaller than the width of the conductor pattern 1. After masking the 
conductor pattern 1 formation surface of the through hole-made insulating film 2, an electrolytic 
plating is conducted for the insulating film 2 with the conductor patterns 1 used as electrodes. 
Metal substance is filled selectively in only the through holes 3 which abut on the patterns 1 to 
form conduction paths. Then, metal projections 5 are formed on openings of the conduction 
paths 4 on the insulating film 2. The metal projections 5 are used for each wiring board to 
conduct An adhesive layer 6 is formed on the whole surface of the insulating film 2 including the 
through paths 3 with no metal substance filled. Consequently, an anchor effect occurs while a 
bad lamination is prevented. 
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
